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Why Ohio Has Standards 


State Highway Chief Charles M. Noble, at 
a news conference in Canton, had an oppor­ 
tunity to get across to the citizens of Ohio 
why he wants high standards of design for 
Ohio’s new interstate freeways and why he 
favors the present policy of purchasing rights 
of way. 
The U S. Bureau of Public Roads, which 
pays 90 per cent of the cost of interstate 
freeways, agrees with Mr. Noble’s standards 
and so does the General Accounting Office, 
whose job is to approve payments. But unfor­ 
tunately some Ohioans have criticized the 
standards as being tor extravagant. In reality, 
the reverse is true. 
Mr. Noble’s thesis is that safety and prep­ 
arations for future expansion are not extrava­ 
gant. To boot, he says, shallower curves and 
grades can be built just as cheaply as steep 
ones when a highway traverses the plains por­ 
tions of Ohio. 
Hie Bureau of Public Roads has adopted 
what it calls minimum standards for the free­ 
ways. It specifies that grades must be only so 
steep and curves only so sharp. Mr. Noble 
emphasizes that these criteria are just what 
they say — minimum. They do not mean that 
better, safer roads should not be built where 
they can be built. Uncle Sam agrees with 
him on that, and so do we. 
Wide medial strips, for example, are the 
only deterrent engineers have been able to 
find against head-on collisions which general­ 
ly are fatal. Mr. Noble cannot understand, 
nor can we, why anyone would want to nar­ 
row the medial strips and increase the hazards 
of head-ons. 
Ohio’s highways should be built as safe as 
possible and for the future. Land should be 
available for adding more lanes when they 
are called for. It is a w aste'of money to 
plan inadequately. 


MR. NOBLE’S IDEAS on acquisition of 


property are based on experience in other 
states. California uses Ohio’s present system, 
and its experience has been that only 2 per 
cent of the property owners feel they must 
go to court to get a fair price. Fewer than 
IO per cent of the property owners in Ohio 
are going to court. 
The keystone of the policy is fairness. Tho 
state wants to be fair in the price it offers— 
fair to the property owner and fair to the tax­ 
payer who must foot the bill. 


THE DAYS OF HORSE TRADING are gone. 
No longer do Ohio’s appraisers offer a ridi­ 
culously, low figure, then work up from there. 
Appraisers now figure the present value of the 
property they need add to it any damages 
the owner might suffer, and make a final offer 
right off the bat. 
Here’s how Mr. Noble phrases it: 
“ If we offer $10,000 and the owner says he’ll 
settle for $10,300 without going to court, we 
can’t fairly offer the extra $300. If we did so, 
we would be unfair to the more than 90 per 
cent of the property owners who accept our 
offers as fair.” 
The highway chief admits his department is 
at fault in not having been able to sift down 
to all the appraisers the polish of the new 
policy. He is trying to remedy that. 
Not every negotiator is as patient as he 
should be. If an owner rejects the state's 
offer and protests that a fair evaluation has 
not been made, Mr. Noble wants the negotia­ 
tor to listen, determine whether he has missed 
an item of damage and perhaps even review 
his figure. It is not the state’s policy to leave 
the impression that each of its offers is a 
“ take-it-or-leave-it” figure. 
Mr. Noble is right on all counts. He was 
successful in giving New Jersey one of the 
nation's finest highway systems. He aims to 
do the same thing for Ohio. The Buckeye State 
is fortunate to have him on its team. 


Justice Also Is Unhurried 


If Gov. O'Neill goes through with his plan 
to call the Ohio General Assembly into spe­ 
cial session before June 30, it is unlikely 
the call will cover the issue of supplemental 
unemployment benefits. 
Chief Justice Wevgandt of the state Su­ 
preme Court has shown no inclination to ac­ 
commodate the court’s procedure to the hur­ 
ry-up mood of the Ohioans who want an im­ 
mediate ruling on pending SUB cases. 
If the cases are admitted for review, wdiich 
would be the first step, it might be next 
fall before a ruling was handed down. If they 
are not admitted for review', which would 
mean SUB could be paid in Ohio, there would 
be no need for the legislature to tackle a 
complex issue on short notice. At best, it 
would be passing ex post facto legislation. 
SUB is not the issue that justified the gov­ 
ernor’s decision to call a special session of 
the Assembly anyway. 
Hie key issue is Ohio’s position in rela­ 
tion to the extension of federal advances to 
Wie states to finance temporary extension of 
unemployment compensation. 
This legislation now has cleared Congress 
with an optional feature that gives states the 
right to accept or reject federal aid. 
Ohio has no reason to accept the aid. Its 
unemployment reserves are adequate to cover 


all foreseeable needs for months to come. 
Instead of accepting federal funds, which 
subsequently would have to be paid back by 
increasing unemployment taxes on employers, 
the Ohio Assembly will be asked to make 
its own arrangements for extending unem­ 
ployment payments beyond the 26 weeks now 
authorized by law. 
This, in itself, will neutralize any issue 
over SUB. which is a special payment that 
can be claimed by only a handful of em­ 
ployes. Unemployment compensation, on the 
other hand, is for the benefit of all unem­ 
ployed Ohioans. 
Chief Justice Wevgandt may have gone a 
little out of his way to make it plain he does 
not run the Ohio Supreme Court to accom­ 
modate the desires of people who want jus­ 
tice to be in a hurry. He boxed the gover­ 
nor’s ears pretty hard for putting the Su­ 
preme Court in a bad li|^it by saying every­ 
thing would be taken chre of by the week 
of June 30, which was the time picked for 
the special session. 
But the chief justice of Ohio’s Supreme 
Court has been on the job a long time. He 
knows that justice, being blind, cannot af­ 
ford to be in a hurry, lest it stumble and 
fall Only executives and legislators can af­ 
ford to be in a hurry.

Unions, Too, Have Recession Woes 


If some union books were opened 
today, enough red would show 
through to out-glare a four alarm 
fire. Word in the field is that labor 
is losing about 
IOO million dol­ 
lars more in 
dues a year. 
The national 
h e adquarters 
of s o m e of 
t h e 
giant 
unions are run­ 
ning out of op­ 
erating cash— 
and find them-! 
selves digging 
Victor Riesel 
into capital — like any business­ 
man—if they have it. This reces­ 
sion has thrown some three mil­ 
lion unionists out of work. Of 
course, they don’t pay dues. But 
hundreds of thousands more are 
on part time and they’re not pay­ 
ing either. 
Like many a businessman many 
a labor chief has found his outfit 
over expanded. Plans to erect new 
buildings are being dropped. Re­ 
cently the national AFL-CIO head­ 
quarters in Washington 
shelved 
what was reported to have been 
a million dollar annex to it’s four- 
npllion-dollar building across from 
the White House. 
You can’t tell from the drama 
which envelops the colorful giants 
in the day’s headlines but they 
have shrunk considerably. There 
is, for example, the United Mine 
Workers of John Lewis, who is 
planning to go to Stockholm this 
summer to whip up international 
trade in coal. Lewis’ grand old 
Miners Union has been virtually 
cut in half. There are less than 
200,000 coal diggers working stead­ 
ily these days. 


THOUGH FEW labor chiefs are 
as fiercely loyal to their men as 
the “old man”—78-year-old John L. 
—he finally has been forced to 
start retiring some of his staff. 
The orders are to pension off those 
over 65 and double up the work 
of the remaining force. 
There are authentic reports, too, 
that Walter Reuther’s Auto Union 
now is down to some 850.000 mem­ 
bers—and not all of these work 
a long enough week to pay dues. 
At the last count, the union had 
cut about IOO of its staff and saw 
at least another 50 layoffs inevit­ 
able. 
Reports from other unions around 
the country were that there wguld 
have to be more firings—and this 
means additional headaches for the 
national labor chiefs. Out of this 
there will spring up the newest 
kind of recession baby—a network

The five largest states in the U. S. in re­ 
spect to population are New.

These little unions of union or­ 
ganizers now have the right to 
bargain with the national u n i o n 
chiefs—who are the employers in 
this case. 
Everywhere, union staff members 
are watching t h e adventures of 
one union of union organizers — 
the Field Representatives Federa­ 
tion. 
This is made up of a good many 
of the 215 men who were on the 
national AFL-CIO field staff pay­ 
roll a year ago. This Field Rep­ 
resentatives Federation was organ­ 
ized in March 1957. 


LESS THAN a year later the 
labor movement’s national office 
fired 56, retired 14 and transferred 
30 to make-shift work in a speak­ 
er’s bureau which has not quite 
hit the road. 
The national AFL-CIO officers re­ 
fused to recognize the organizers’ 
union. The organizers went to the 
National Labor Relations Board. 
Then at an AFL-CIO executive 
board session last week this union 
suddenly was recognized by the 
AFL-CIO. 
Until this moment, the Field Rep­ 
resentatives Federation has been 
a provisional union. Now it will 
run an election by mall and have 
its new constitution approved by 
referendum. 
Once on a permanent basis, the 
FRF * national leader* will form- 


WASHINGTON 
President Eisenhower’s plan for 
extending unemployment pay—his 
most eye-catching anti - recession 
move—was born in confusion and 
is still confused, thanks to help 
from the Democratic - run Con­ 
gress which approved it. 
He was expected to sign it into 
law today. Originally, it was sup­ 
posed to apply to all 48 states. In 
its 
finished 
form 
probably 
no 
more than six states, those heavi­ 
est hit by unemployment, 
will 
make use of it. 
Ifs possible this new law will 
prove to be so thoroughly fouled 
up that Congress — although it 
doesn’t have much time left this 
year—will want to junk it and do 
something both clearer and more 
beneficial. 
Before looking at the confusion, 
this is the background: 
Each state has its own way of 
handling unemployment pay, de­ 
ciding how much a jobless man 
can 
draw 
and for 
how many 
weeks. So the payments vary from 
state to state and the weeks of 
pay range from 16 to 31. In most 
states the maximum is 26 weeks. 
States tax employers to provide 
money for unemployment pay in 
their individual states. The money 
in all these state funds now totals 
around eight billion dollars. So the 
states could increase the amount 
of unemployment pay and extend 
the number of weeks. 
They could, if they wanted to. 
But none were doing it during this 
recession, 
although 
many thou­ 
sands of jobless people were using 
up all the pay and weeks allowed 
them. 
Eisenhower decided to stick a 
needle in the states by proposing 
that the federal government pro­ 
vide money to all states to extend 
unemployment pay to those job­ 
less workers who had exhausted 
all the weeks due them. 
He called some governors to the 
White House for a conference on 
his idea. They came away uncer­ 
tain about what he had in mind, 
some thinking he intended the fed­ 
eral money to be a grant, or gift, 
and not a loan. 
They told newsmen they thought 
their states could accept a grant 
without trouble. But before they 


could accept a loan, they said, 
they thought their state legisla­ 
tures might have to be called into 
session to approve. 
What Eisenhower had in mind, 
as it turned out, was a loan, not 
a grant, with the loan to be paid 
back after four years. Repayment 
could come either from available 
funds or from a higher tax on em­ 
ployers. 
He proposed: Congress should 
vote about 600 million dollars so 
states could extend by 50 per cent 
their maximum number of weeks 
of payment to jobless workers 
who had used up their rights. For 
example: A state with a present 
26-week maximum could keep on 
paying a jobless man for another 
13 weeks. 
This didn’t sit too well with 
some 
states, 
since 
they 
had 
enough money in their funds to ex­ 
tend the number of weeks without 
getting a loan from Uncle Sam. 
Besides, the thought of eventually 
boosting the tax on employers to 
pay back an unneeded loan wasn’t 
too pleasant. One inducement for 
attracting 
new industries to 
a 
state is a low unemployment tax 
rate. 
Some Democrats and Republi­ 
cans thought the help to the states 
should be a grant and not a loan. 
Some wanted permanent legisla­ 
tion by Congress to increase the 
maximum number of weeks of un­ 
employment pay, and make them 
uniform. 
Out of this mish-mash of ideas 
came the final bill approved by 
Congress. It included the original 
Eisenhower proposal — a loan and 
a 50 per cent extension in weeks— 
plus a gimmick added by Con­ 
gress. 
This, instead of forcing states 
to accept a loan, would leave it 
up to them to decide whether they 
wanted it. Since most states have 
enough money in their funds with­ 
out going into debt to the govern­ 
ment. most are not expected to 
accept. 
And those who do accept may 
have to call special sessions of 
their legislatures or perhaps even 
amend their constitutions. 
So what looked impressive, if 
cbnfused, starting out, now looks 
not only confused but a fizzle. 


A Start Has To Be Made Sometime 


This will mean that Meany and 
Schnitzler will be able to fire an 
organizer only for certain cause. 
They will be able to shift him or 
add to his assignments only after 
consulting with a special union 
committee if the organizer feels 
aggrieved by what the national 
labor headquarters hands him. 
Thus labor’s management, like 
business, will have to bow a little 
to the decisions of the men they 
employ. 


Most members of Congress would 
like to see a tax cut made. But 
certain legislative and political ob­ 
stacles will have to be surmounted 
beftore this can 
happen. T h e 
Democrats, for 
the most part, 
a r e willing to 
go along with 
t h e adminis- 
t r a t i on’s re­ 
quest t h a t no 
“general t a x 
cut” be tacked 
on to the bill 
that has to be David Lawrence 
passked by June 30. This is the 
measure that would continue the 
existing rates on corporation in­ 
comes and on the sale of articles 
on which excise taxes are im­ 
posed. 
^Action on this bill doesn’t pre­ 
clude another battle on tax legisla­ 
tion later in the session. Nor is 
the passage before June 30 of the 
pending bill without some amend­ 
ments absolutely sure yet. 
The big argument that will be 
made against all amendments is 
that since the Senate Finance Com­ 
mittee will not have approved any 
ciits. the Senate as a whole should 
not try to write a tax bill on the 
floor. It will be insisted that, just 
as in the case of broad labor legis­ 
lation recently, a bill that hasn’t 
been studied by the committee in 
ctiarge should go back to it for 
hearings and further examination 
and hence amendments on the floor 
should be tabled. 
But between June 30 and the 
middle of August when Congress 
I* expected to adjourn, the heat 
will be on to do something on the 
tax problem. 
The administration has express­ 
ed a deep interest in legislation to 
help small business men. The pres­ 
sure for reduction of excise taxes 
will be renewed no m atter what 
tax bill comes up for debate. 
If the business situation shows 
little improvement, members of 
Congress will manifest considerable 
interest in tax legislation during 
July. 


JUST HOW. it is being asked, 
was the administration able to 
ward off any opposition by the 
Democratic leaders of the Senate 
and House to the proposal that 
th$re be no change in existing tax 
rates on excises and corporations 
and no tax cut in the other cate­ 
gories? 
Why did the Democrats go along 
with the administration’s plan? 
The answer is that once the line 
is broken and a concession is 
made, for instance, in one article 
on the list, the demand for similar 
treatment would come from all 
other groups. The congressman 
from Massachusetts, for instance, 
may not have as many voters in 
the automobile category as the con­ 


gressman from Michigan, but th* 
Massachusetts representative does 
have them in the plants that manu­ 
facture other articles on which a 
reduction in excise taxes is being 
urged as a stimulus to employ­ 
ment. 
Finally it came down to the 
simple proposition that if the doors 
were opened to one concession on 
excise taxes, it would mean that 
there would have to be concessions 
granted all along the line. 
The point was made, too, In the 
conferences between the adminis­ 
tration spokesmen and the leaders 
in Congress that with a three-bil- 
lion-dollar deficit this fiscal year 
and a deficit of more than eight 
billions anticipated for the next 
fiscal year, it would be dangerous 
further to curtail federal tax re­ 
ceipts. 


BUT WHAT becomes of the doc­ 
trine that tax reductions would add 
to purchasing power and that this 
could help to restore employment? 
The administration’s answer is 
that a bigger deficit in the Treas­ 
ury would bring on an inflation 
and impair the dollar’s purchasing 
power. 
Why, however, did the Demo­ 
crats accept that argument inas­ 
much as since New Deal days they 
have argued the other way? The 
reason is that the southern Demo­ 
crats who are the leaders in Con­ 
gress today don’t think like New 
Dealers and are concerned with a 
sound and stable economy. 
From a political point of view, 
the northern Democrats—who will 
put up a fight for amendments to 
the tax bill that comes up for 
passage before June 30—will con­ 
tinue to try to make political cap­ 
ital out of the administration’s posi­ 
tion and they will not be too much 
bothered by what their southern 
conservative brethren have done. 


POLITICALLY s p e a k i n g, th* 
natural tactics of the Democrats 
in the North will be to say on the 
stump in the forthcoming congres­ 
sional campaign that the Repub­ 
licans are responsible for the “re­ 
cession” and have failed to pro­ 
vide tax relief and more purchas­ 
ing power. 
The Republicans will make their 
rebuttal with arguments about the 
dangers of runaway spending and 
inflation that could diminish pur­ 
chasing power, especially for those 
persons living on fixed incomes. 
The truth' is everybody knows 
the treasury can’t stand any im­ 
mediate cuts of substantial size in 
tax revenues but the truth also is 
that sooner or later a start has to 
be made on an equitable revision 
of the tax structure. 
There 
is 
no 
reason 
why 
it 
shouldn't be begun in the current 
session of Congress and the way 
paved for early action next year, 
especially 
if 
business 
improve­ 
ment by thai time has begun to be 
widely felt.

We’ll bet the French boys and 
girls are still boying and girling 
in all the beauty spots of France, 
that the tillers of the soil are 
more interested in their crops than 
in the goings and comings of little 
men who misrepresent them in 
government and that in the vil­ 
lages and towns of France life is 
going on as usual while politi­ 
cians bicker and dicker over their 
public positions. 
We’ll bet and give odds that the 
ordinary run of Frenchmen, if they 
could see what is being written 
about their country abroad, would 
murmur, “ Izzat so?” in French 
accents and go about their busi­ 
ness as usual. 
Or as David Hume said it: “The 
French are the only people, ex­ 
cept the Greeks, who have been 
at once philosophers, poets, ora­ 
tors, historians, painters, archi­ 
tects, sculptors and musicians.”

Market Participation At Stake 
Bolstering Shaky Franc 
One Of De Gaulle’s Jobs 


By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK (AP)—One of Gen. 
De Gaulle's first tasks will be to 
try to bolster the shaky franc. 
French officials say that in in­ 
ternational payments to settle for­ 
eign trade France is near bank­ 
ruptcy. Its participation in the 
European common market with 
five other nations is at stake. 
At home the franc's problem is 
that old familiar one—the rising 
cost 
of 
living 
which 
steadily 
erodes the franc's value. 
In a study of what’s happened 
in the last IO years to the buying 
power of the currency (rf 24 coun­ 
tries, economists of the First Na­ 
tional City Bank of New York 
measure the depreciation of mon­ 
ey by the rise in the official cost 
of living or consumer price index. 


• The rates of depreciation vary 
widely year by year but the econo­ 
mists have compounded them and 
averaged them out to give an an­ 
nual rate. 
Taking the French franc’s m ar­ 
ket value at an arbitrary IOO in 
1047. they find that by the end of 
1957 it was worth 56. or a decline 
of 6.2 per cent a year. 
By comparison the U.S. dollar. 
if valued at IOO in 1947, had 
dropped to 80. for an annual de­ 
cline of 2.2 per cent. 
Switzerland has the best record. 
But even its currency’s value went 
down by 1.2 per cent a year and 
now stands at 89 on the bank’s in­ 
dex. Next best were Germany and 
! Venezuela, each with an annual 
decline of 1.5 per cent. The United 
States is fourth. 


France’s problem, if less dras­ 
tic over the years, is real enough 
right now. At home De Gaulle’s 
problem will be to try to curb 
further wage and price r i s e s . 
Abroad k will be to seek some 
way out of the international pay­ 
ments crisis. 
American businessmen note that 
this may very well stymie the Eu­ 
ropean common market, supposed 
to get under way at the end of 
the year. 
France, West Germany, Italy, 
Netherlands, Belgium and Luxem­ 
bourg are scheduled to start a 
slow move toward removal of all 
trade and travel barriers between 
themselves. With France current­ 
ly unable to meet its financial ob­ 
ligations 
in 
foreign 
trade, 
the 
whole scheme could be delayed.
